Spanish Reply to the United 
States Not Made Public. 



nSGOMTENTS 01NBEGUBS8ED AT

Washisoton, Oct. 26.— Up to the 
olOM of office hoars yesterday Spain's 
reply oa the Oabon qnestion bad not 
re«cb«d th« preiideiit or aute depart- 
ment. It was stated also in other 
quarters by those in a position to know 
what had occurred at Madrid, that the 
answer had not yet been delivered to 
Minister Woodford. It has been ap- 
proved by the cabinet, however, and is 
to be oommiinioatad to Minister Wood- 
ford Ha the near f atnre. 

It lii not doabted among offloialf that 
the basis of the Spanisb repljr to Mr. 
Woodford's note will be the charge that 
^ the United States bas not observed the 
requirements of international law in 
the matter of prerantlng fllibnBterin^. 
In this case, the state department will 
bST* MOM pwtilient facts to present, 
whiob lis offlaals believe will complete- 
ly alienate from Spain anv sympathy 
that she may have attracted from other 
European' nations ou that score. It is 
asserted positively that in no Rinele 
case where the Spanif^h aiitliorities 
have broQKht to the atti iUK ii of onr 
government the fact that an illofrnl t x- 
pedition wns about to start from our 
nhores for Cub;i, lias it neglecttMl to use 
all the means permitted by onr laws to 
prevent the start. ■ It has been so in- 
dulgent in this respect as to accept 
statements from the Spanish oHieials 
not accDiiipaiiUMl by proofs of the facts 
alh'^ed, but im re suK^^|'stl(lns tliat they 
had reason to believe that an expedition 
was forminf?. 

In cases our government has proceeded 
to lengths in re.-tniint of American 
coniinerct! on insuflicient evidence fur- 
nished by tlie Spanisli (.Miveninient that 
has resalte<l in tho preference of largo 
claims by American shipowners for ille- 
gal detention of their ships. Then the 
expense of maintaining the patrols 
along tho Atlantic and gulf coasts has 
been very heavy. Every time the state 
deyartnient has been obliged to call 
^ upon a collector at a p<irt the result has 
4 been a heavy bill of expeiiKes, for tugs, 
' special oflii ers and other charges, while 
the attorney general's oflice and in fact 
most of the executive departments have 
been put to more or less trouble and ex- 
pense. 

The navy department especially has 
been embarrassed owing to the nef essi- 
ty for diverting vessels from other 
places for the disagreeable Florida pa- 
trol. One official rou^'hly estimated 
the expense the I'niti-d States has been 

gat to to protect the Cuban coast for 
pain at abont 12,000,000. This is prob- 
ably a large estimate, bat one naval 
ofticer who is thorooghlr cognizant of 
the strain pat upon the department by 
the patrol, stated that it woald really 
be cheaper for the United States to send 
a fleet to Cuba and blockade the coast 
there against incoming fllibnsters, than 
to toy to stop them on onr own extensive 
coast line. 

Altogether the officials here are con- 
fident of their ability to show that the 
government has more than complied 
with the requirement of international 
law, which as laid down in the Ala- 
bama arbitration simplv demand.'i that 
a nation "use due diliffence," to pre- 
Tentthe departure of hostile expedi- 
tions. 

On this phase of the case, the corre- 
spondence may be kept alive between 
tne state department and the Spanish 
government until congress meets, bat 
it is expected that unless some results 
in the diieetlon of the suggestions of 
Mr. Woodford are forthcoming by that 
1^. time, the president will refer tne entire 
f) matter to congress and await its order. 

A denial was made by an authorita- 
ttre sooroe that Minister Dupny de 
Lome bad intimated to the state depart- 
ment that Spain would resort to the 
searoh and seis^ure of suspected Ameri- 
can vessels on the high seas if filibuster- 
ing expeditions contuined to leave this 
counf^. The reports, it is believed, 
grow out of visits made by the minister 
to th» state department last Monday 
and Thursday. At these visits he called 
the attention of the officials to the cir- 
cumstances of the departure of the al- 
leged filibuster Silver Heels, after the 
authorities were put in possession o! 
explidt information of the plans of the 
vessel. Regret was expressed bv the 
minister at this ooonrreone, as it was 
felt that it would create a bad impres- 
sion at Madrid at a time when the gov- 
ernment was maturing its policy. Be- 
yond this, however, the minister made 
no reference to retaliation upon Ameri- 
can vessels, or as to searches on the 
high seas. It is said a prereipiisite to 
such action would be an annoanoement 
by Spain of the blockade of 891 the ports 
of C'ubft, and certainly no step along 
Buch radical lines has been proposed 
thus far. , 

The diplomatic procedure in con- 
nection with Spain's reply to the 
Woodford note is that itwillbeoom- 
muniojited to hiiu by the minister of 
foreign affairs at Madrid. It will not 
be sent to Minister Oupuy de Lome, as 
it is distinctly a part of communications 

4 between Minister Woodford and the 
Madrid officials, and is not an exchange 
of notes between the state department 
and the government of Spain. As inti ■ 
mations have been made that the in- 
structions to Minister Woodford would 
be made public at Madrid, the state- 
ment was made by officials here that no 
publication of the iustractions before 
the assembllna <^ contrress would, be ap- 



proved by tbtr United States, and with 
oat this approval it would be oontraty 
to the usage of diplomacy for the Ma- 
drid authorities to make pablio the oor- 
respondenoe^ 

STORM AND HtQH TIDE. 



DastraetieB

Oapb May, N. J., Oct. 26.— One of 
the fiercest northeast gales Of years has 
swept the lower Jersey coast and up 
Delaware bay for the past S4 hours. 
Many vessels have been stranded and 
there is an unoonflrmed report that a 
ship has gone down off shore. A fleet 
is riding at anchor within tho harbor, 
unable to proceed either way and the 
meadows are so inundated tlutt railroad 
travel to tho coast resorts is practically 
suspended. The tide here is abating 
somewhat, but the wind is maintaining 
a velocity of 80 miles. Portions Of the 
board walk have been swept away, as 
well as cottage porches and fences, and 
the damage is estimated at thousands 
of dollars. 

From Millville comes the report that 
the big tides in the Maurice river have 
flooded all the oyster houses and several 
have been blown down. The Queen 
City, Sea Isle and Maarioe River 
branches of the West Jetiejraibraad are 
submerged. 

Nearly a mile of the Reading tracks 
have been washed away near Egg Har- 
bor City, and the mail coach between 
that place ard Tockerton is held up by 
flooded roads. 

The schooner Elizabeth Lee, Philadel- 
phia for Gloucester, drifted on the point 
of Oape Henlopen. She is in a bad po- 
sition and may go to pieces at any mo- 
ment because of bsr oargo of coal. The 
crew was taken aboard the tugs. 

A number of dredges and barges are 
also ashore. 

Mnch damage has been done in the 
vicinity of Lewes. Del. The schooners 
Little Falk, Sarah I. Vaughn, H. W. 
Laws and Annie 1. Ponder went ashore 
on the beach last night. The crews 
were safely landed. 

The schooner Emma L. Oottingham 
from Fall River for Philadelphia is 
ashore near Delaware 01 ty. She lies on 
a stdne pile well up the beach.

F. B. Howard, the ex*preaoher who es- 
caped about six weeks ago from the 
Columbus (O. ) penitentiary, where he 
was coiiHiied under a long sentence of 
the United .States courts for swindling. 

This unusual interests in the capture 
of an American criminal is the result 
of an appeal to Scotland Yard from W. 
P. Ha/en. chief of the secret service 
division of the United States treasury 
department, based on the fact that 
Howard had been tracked to this 
country. Scotland Yard cordially re- 
sponded to the request from tho states 
and by this time thousands of detect- 
ives and policemen have memorized 
Howanl's description. The criminal 
fugitive was born in this country and 
his father, a retired p^ceman. is now 
living in this city.

The bodies were undoubtedly wanted 
for medical purposes, as of the 12 
corpses in the morgue at the time only 
those were taken in whidi cousnmptlon 
had been the cause of death.

New Orleans, Oct. 26.— The past 34 

hours was the worst day yet of the fever 
situation. There were 11 deaths and 57 
new cases reported. Heretofore the 
highest number of deaths in a single 
day were nine. Total cases of yellow 
fever to date, 1,811 ; total deaths from 
yellow fever to date, 188; total cases 
absolutely recovered, 688; total oases 
under treatment, 461. 

Unfortunately there conti.iuos to be 
concealment of cases here, fatalities oc- 
cur because medical attention is not 
called in, and the masses for the time 
being are in a revolutionary mood be- 
cause of the enforcement of the system 
of house quarantine, and are resorting 
to every means in their power to put 
obstacles in the way of the constituted 
unthontie.s. It is geiieially agreed 
here that the house quarantine is nut 
acioniplishing the results expected. 

When the fevt r lirst broke out efli- 
cient guards were placed about build- 
ings in the hope that the foci might lie 
restricted, but today there is no ([uarter 
of the city that hiw not rejiorted ca.ses 
and tho germs are being spread, as has 
heretofore been shown m these dis- 
patches, by reason of the fact that in- 
mates of infected houses have been suc- 
cessful by means of rear exits, in elud- 
ing the vigilance of the guards stationed 
in front of premises by the authorities.

HOW THEY DO IN N ICAWAQUA. 

An Amerlran Cltlzrn Sentenced to tke 
Penttanttory Wlthon* a Trial. 

Managua, Nioaragaai Oot. 88.— John 
Augustine, an American oitisen, was 

arrested at San Carlos, at the month r)f 

the i^an Juan river on Sept. 24 by order 
of President Zelaya's brother, without 
any pretense of a trial, and imprisoned 
in the penitentiary. Mr. Augastiuo 
was formerly United States consul at 
Blueflelds, Mosquito torritory, and is at 
preseilt in ohsvge of the Navigation 
company's steamer on the San Juan 
river. About Oot. tt Mr. Augustine suo- 
oeeded in sending word of his imprison- 
ment to the United States consul at 
Managua, who, it is claimed, informed 
the prisoner that he could do nothing 
for him, citing, it is alleged, the in- 
stance of two tramps from the United 
States who had been arrested several 
months ago for cause, and who were 
shipped out of the country. However, 
aboat Oct. 6 the fact of Mr. Augustine's 
imprisonment became known to United 
States Minister Baker, who wrote to 
President Zelaya on the subject, with 
the result that the prisoner was allowed 
to leave the penitentiary on parole with 
orders not to leave the city of Managua. 

The facts in the case seem to be that 
the government cf Nicaragua, several 
days previous to the arrest of Mr. 
Augustine, had forcibly taken posses- 
sion of the steamers of the navigation 
ccmpuny and was running them to suit 
itself, Un Sept. '-JM, Mr. .\ngustine was 
ordered by a government fitlicial to di- 
rect the movi'iiients of the boats, appar- 
ently for the purpose of gettini; tlie 
company to fee l anil pay the ollicers 
and men on bi.ard. This Mr. Aueustiiie 
refused to do unless the boats were 
turned over to the company, and he re- 
ceived orders from the latter to comply 
with the governmi iit's demands, lln- 
der fhe.-e ciiouiiihtances. Mr. .Viii^ustine 
reijuestMl the Nii ara^-uan military olli- 
cer, ccnimaiiditig at I'oit s-'an Carlos, to 
telegraph to the company for instruc- 
tions. Hut. instead, it is assirttd, this 
otticer t"l( ^.'raplied sometliiiitr to his 
superiov otlicer. which caused an order 
for the arrest of Mr. Augustine to be is- 
sue! "wliether he is a citixen of the 
United States or not." 

FOUR DA YS InT A BL122ARD. 

Close Call of a I'nrt/ of Six Froiu Death 
on the Dalton Trail. 

ScATTLS, Wash., Oct. 26.— Only the 
merdSt chance and the lucky discovery 
of the half hidden trail by one of their 
number saved six members of a party, 
headed by P, L. and Julius Trippe, 
from a horrible death by starvation on 
the Dalton trail late in September. 
The party consisted of the Trippe 
brothers, formerly of Ohicago ; Charles 
Wilkes of Whatcom, Charles O. Dugas, 
a miner from Juneau ; John Frv of this 
city and W. Gillies of Woodman, a 
prospector, living at Fort Wrangel. 
They left Dawson City for the states in 
a small steamer Aug. 28 and after 
rea hing Fort Selkirk prepared their 
outfits for the longand aiduous journey 
over the Dalton trial. 

A week after leaving the Yukon river 
they encoiiiiterfd a dtadly Alaskan 
blizzird The trail wa.s covered with 
snow until they lost their bearing. 
Their provisions ran ont and after grop- 
ing fci- th.-ee (Lays during thc^ blinding 
snow.-tdim they were linally rescued by 
Indians and taken to Dalton trading 
post, where they obtained tlie first real 
food tliey had had for nearly four days. 
After resting ffir two days they re- 
sumed their march to Chilkoot pass 
and reached the end of their journey 
without further mishap. All of the 
men were very wtak from their suffer- 
ings and it wiil bu several days before 
they are restored to their aooustomed 
heslth. 

BACK FRO M THE YUKON.

ViCTORU, B. O., Oct. ae.— The City 
of Seattle has arrived from the north 
with 100 passengers, including Cliff L. 
Moore and son and M. C Woodring of 
of Seattle, who poled ap the Yukon 
rivM'fr'iiii Dawson and oamooutover 
the Dalton trails. 

She also brought news of the drown- 
ing on Lake Bumett of Joe MoMauus 
and Peter Wyvelle of San Frandsoo. A 
storm sprang up and in the tacking of 
sail McManns fell overboard. Wyvelle 
Jumped in to save Usoompanion and 
was dragged to the bottom him. 

Moore andWoodiing sooat the idea 
of starvation at Dawson Oi^ and say 
that the talk of epidemio diseases is all 
imagination. The stares have stopped 
selling provisions bsoause tbsy do not 
want outsiders to get a oomer on the 
goods. Moore saw a wrecked boat on 
the river, but could not ascertain the 
whereabouts of its occupants. 

Mr. Sifton, minister of the interior, 
made the trip to Lake Tagish over the 
Dyea trail and will return by Skaguay. 

Major Walsh's party lost 25 horses 
and a number of oxen in trying to get 
through the falls ovor tho Soffiiay 
trail. 

Blurdered Hia Kival. 

Fairmont, W. Va.. Got 26.— Albert 
Matthews,'a oolored miner at Pritohard, 
murdered 'Hughes Crew Sunday after- 
noon, shooting him in the breast with a 
shotgun. Crew was taking a walk with 
a girl Matthews was infatuated with. 
The shooting occurred at the depot and 
40 or 50 men were near. Several of 
them attempted to arrest Matthews, but 
he held them at bay with two revolvers 
and made his escapa. 

Victoria, B. C. Oot. 26. — Hon. .Clif- 
ton, minister of the interior, has started 
in over Taiya trail with Major Walsh, 
administrator of the Klondike dis trict, 
the mounted police and other officials. 
Sifton will return by Skaguay trail if 
be gets through.

Last night Joseph McDonald, a prom- 
inent contractor, was sandbagged in the 
heart of the city by two colored men, 
the assault presumably being brought 
about by the stand taken by McDonald 
in the Carter case. He was left in an 
unconscious condition. James Towns- 
ley was also assaulteil by a negro, but 
defended himself by shooting at his as- 

sailaiit. 

La.'^t night a mob of several hundred 
congregated about a train on which it 
was thought Carter wpnld arrive from 
Springfield, to which jail he was taken, 
and had Carter been on the train, he 
would have been lynched.
